Extension to Alberta of the $10 har- 
vesters’ rate from Ontario 
will not be made by the railways, The 
lion. Duncan Marshall, minister of ag-

The reason given was 
that if a $10 rate were granted as

TO FOREIGNERS 


OF PORCUPINE 
PPR STARTLED 
THEM 


Torento, July 2@—Dr, R,. J, Dwyer 
returned from a hurried trip to Por- 
cupine yesterday, Hie was greatly im- 
pressed with the spirit shown by the 
residents of the fire-stricken area in 
refusing to repine over their misfor- 
tunes and in setting about with brave 
hearts to retrieve their losses, While 
the @xtent of the damage and the loss 
of life had been greatly exaggerated, 
Dr. Dwyer sald that the fury of the 
conflagration wus beyond comprehen- 
elon, 

The terrifying effect produced 
the advancing fire was increased 


by

what were apparently explosions due 
to the formation of gas, resulting 
from the combination of the intense 


heat and the heavy, dust-laden alr. 
These phenomena were witnessed by 
tiany men of undoubted judgement and 
scientific Knowledge, At times the 
fames leaped almost Incredible dist- 
ances, frequently In large areas which 
had already burned over and 
particularly across Nighthawk lake,
